Navy jet crashes into apartment 


ALAMEDA, 
Calif.

Asbestos-clad crews 
using 
a 
bulldozer and cranes searched the 
rubble of a demolished apartment 
house today for more victims killed 
when a crippled Navy jet smashed 
into it Wednesday night. 
“We think there might be as many 
as 20-25 people” still inside, said 
Alameda County Fire Chief Ernest 
Servente. He said it could be several 
days before the final death toll is 
known. 
Workers 
in 
fireproof 
gear 
searched 
gingerly 
through 
the 
remains of the demolished building, 
which collapsed into a basement 
garage shortly after the flaming 
plane hit it, and found the bodies of 
seven persons, including three chil­ 
dren. 
Another 27 persons were treated 
at Alameda Hospital for injuries and 
shock. 


Navy officials said the pilot of the 
twin-jet A7 Corsair II apparently 
tried to make an emergency landing 
at Alameda Naval Air Station after 
one wing caught fire but crashed 
instead into the apartment house, 
two miles southeast of the base and 
in the heart of Alameda, a city of 
70,000 on an island next to Oakland 
in San Francisco Bay. 
The plane hit the building s roof at 
a 45-degree angle and “went almost 
straight to the basement,” Servente 
said. 


There was no word on the fate of 
the pilot, Lt. Robert L. Ward, 28. 
Lemoore, Calif. Navy officials said 
it was assumed he died in the fiery 
crash. He had been on a routine 
training flight from Lemoore NAS in 
central California. 
About 200 persons, many of them 
Navy 
families, 
lived 
in 
the 


apartment complex, including the 
Tahoe Apartments at 1814 Central 
St. which took the direct hit. About 
50 were believed to have been inside 
the 27-unit building when the crash 
took place. 
Chief 
Deputy Coroner 
Roland 
Brahl said rescuers were working 
carefully to avoid further mutilating 
the charred bodies so they could be 


identified He said one body was so 
badly burned they could not tell 
whether it was a man or a woman, 
and the bodies looked “similar to 
some pieces of charred material 
Rescuers also faced the danger of 
flareups from the fire which burned 
through the building nightlong from 
the time of the 8:40 p.m. crash. 
The biggest piece of plane debris 


recovered 
was 
about 
one 
foot 
square Wreckage of the building lay 
in a heap, with only part of one wall 
standing. 
The incident was reminiscent of 
the crash last Sept. 24 of a Korean 
War-vintage jet which crashed into 
a Sacramento, Calif., ice cream 
parlor killing 22 persons. 
A witness, John Borgman, 19. said 


the navy jet was “going all over the 
place” and the flames looked like a 
“big, red taillight.” 
“I saw the plane circling around 
... it got lower and lower, then there 
was an explosion,” said Borgman, 
who rescued one boy thrown from a 
window bv his parents. 
A wall of flame more than 100 feet 
high immediately shot into the sky.

security facility

Lompoc’s Federal Correctional 
Institution may shift this summer 
from a medium security to a tighter 
security operation in a massive shift 
and 
replacement 
of 
inmate 
population, it was disclosed last 
night. 
The possibility was confirmed in 
Santa Barbara by Larry Taylor, 
executive assistant to the director of 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons in 
Washington, speaking at a prison 
reform symposium. 
Taylor, who stipulated that the 
bureau’s plans are still unsettled, 
said that the change if it comes, 
would involve the redistribution of 
Lompoc’s 18 to 26 year-old inmate 
group 
to 
new, 
smaller 
federal 
facilities in San Francisco and San 
Diego where they could be better 
integrated into broader community 
involvement programs. 
The 
new 
Lom poc 
prison 
population 
would 
be 
older, 
according to Lompoc Warden Frank 
Kenton, but besides that, would 
bring few changes. 
“Our mission may change but our 
philosophy won’t,” Kenton said.

The last such federal 
facility was Alcatraz, the warden 
said, and Lompoc would not, under 
the new program, receive the same 
class of 
serious violator ’ inmates 
that are now housed in the tightest 
federal penitentiaries, the “close 
security” institutions at Atlanta and 
Leavenworth. Kan. 
Whatever the description, Taylor 
said last night that no physical 
change would be required at the 
institution 
here 
because 
it 
is 
physically already adaptable to high 
security operation, though it is not 
now being used as such. 
Taylor praised the local prison as 
among the best in the country 
though he said that this was because 
of the personnel and in spite of its 
size and isolation. 
“Lompoc is still very much a 
traditional institution with bars and 
locks and gates, but there are things 
happening 
inside 
that 
probably 
wouldn’t have happened 10 years 
ago,” 
the 
bureau 
spokesman 
commented 
“ T h ere 
a re 
m ayb e 
20 
organizations 
there 
that 
are 
completely inmate organizations. . . 
There are more people participating 
in 
educational 
and 
vocational 
training programs than I have seen 
in a number of institutions.” 
He added that one of the local 
FCI’s problems, 
though, 
is 
its 
isolation from population centers 
which could afford the younger 
inmate population a greater head 
start on life on the streets through 
community involvement efforts. 
He also said that the local prison 
is too large a plant for its present 
population which the bureau intends 
eventually to redistribute to the 
smaller, better planned institutions 
on a small, community oriented 
scale 
Taylor concluded that he hoped 
that 
the 
exceptional 
inmate 
programs now underway at FCI 
Lompoc would still be successful 
after the new inmate contingent 
arrives, if it does.

Vietnam truce squabbles continue

Military Commission (JMC) is still 
caught up m all sorts of squabbles 
but 
hopes 
to 
meet

Monday 
deadline for release of the first 
prisoners of war, informed sources 
said today. 
They said there had been no 
agreement yet on the time nor 
place. 


Defense Department sources said 
today in Washington the Viet Cong 
has indicated plans to free 27 
American 
POWs 
Sunday 
night, 
about 65 miles north of Saigon. 
There was no explanation why the 
precise number of 27 was indicated 
since 99 men are listed as POWs in 
South Vietnam. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers said today m Washington 
only 
that 
the 
first 
American 
prisoners of war are expected to be 
released 
“within 
the 
next 
few 
days.” Rogers also reported that the 
Vietnam 
cease-fire 
agreement 
appears to be holding up reasonably 
well. 
Sources close to the JMC, made up 
of the United States, the Viet Cong 


and North and South Vietnam, said 
it still has taken no action on setting 
up the prisoner exchange. However, 
the sources said, 
“Everyone is 
aware that this has to be done within 
15 
days 
after 
the 
cease-fire.” 
Monday is the 15th day. 
Saigon 
Goverment 
military 
sources said that sometime between 
Saturday and Monday 2,000 Viet 
Cong 
and 
North 
Vietnamese 
prisoners from the Bien Hoa POW 
compound 14 miles northeast of 
Saigon would be exchanged at the 
provincial capitals of An Loc and 
Quang 
Tri 
for 
1,000 
South 
Vietnamese war prisoners. 


While the four sides awaited the 
prisoner 
exchange, 
the 
truce 
enforcement machinery remained 
bogged down in administrative and 
procedural matters and cease-fire 
violations were counted 
by the 
score. 
The South Vietnamese command 
reported 120 cease-fire violations in 
the 24 hours ending at 6 a.m. 
Thursday and 28 more in the six 
hours ending at noon It claims there 
have been 2,045 such violations since 


the truce began at 8 a m Jan 28 
There 
was 
no 
meeting 
of 
delegation chiefs of the Interna­ 
tional Commission for Control and 
Supervision (ICCS) today but the 
JMC met for nearly three hours. 
UPI correspondent Donald 
A 
Davis reported today from Hue that 
Viet Cong delegates to the JMC had 
not arrived and there was no time 
table for their arrival. The ICCS 
team in Hue has decided it will 
make no move to begin policing the 
truce 
until 
the 
JMC 
is 
fully 
operational there.

County department heads have 
filed salary requests for 1973-74 
fiscal year for approximately 187 
new positions and representing an 
increase

$1,580,543 over

budgeted figures for salaries and 
benefits for the current fiscal year. 


The requests filed with the office 
of Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd, if 
given 
approval 
by 
the

administrative officer and county 
supervisors, 
would boost county 
personnel well beyond the current 
payrool total of 2,777 
Budgeted amounts for salaries 
and benefits for this fiscal year, 


which ends June 30, total $33,517,995. 
A number of the new positions

It proposes using up $674 million of the 
surplus by postponing the scheduled June 1 
5-to 6-cents on-the-dollar increase until 
July 1, 1974 


The extra revenue was intended to help 
pay for the $1.1 billion property tax relief 
and school aid program sponsorkl last year 
by Gov. Ronald Reagan and Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti. 
But it was later learned that the state 


treasury is so fat that the school-tax 
program could be financed even without 
the sales tax increase for at least a year. 


An administration representative, Cliff 
Allenby, 
told 
the 
com m ittee 
Reagan 
opposed a flat delay in the increase and 
favored 
a 
“comphrensive 
package” 
approach to using the surplus. 


At about the sam e time, Reagan was 
outlining to Republican legislative leaders 
his plans to dispose of the surplus by 
granting a 20 per cent income tax cut, 
delaying the sales tax hike for seven 


months and earmarking tunds for capital 
outlay projects.

Republicans have argued it isn’t necessary 
to raise the sales tax when the state 
already has a surplus that is projected to 
expand by July 1974 to $1.1 billion. 
Dills’ bill originally called for a delay in 
the sales tax increase until June 1, 1975. He 
amended it to July 1, 1974, explaining the 
legislature may want to take a look at the 
state’s fiscal picture next year and then 
consider delaying the tax effective date 
even further. 


Fighting 
subsides

another 1,500 British troops 
are ready to fly to the 
province to reinforce the 
16,500 troops already there. 
An army spokesman said 
shortly after 2 a.m. that 
shooting in two areas of the 
city—one Roman Catholic, 
o n e 
P r o t e s t a n t —had 
stopped, but that barricades 
in some parts of the city 
remained in place. 
Barricades were cleared 
from the main streets of 
east Belfast, but backstreet 
barricades and a roadblock 
that sealed off both ends of a 
Protestant district near the 
city center were left in 
place. 
A fireman was shot dead 
Wednesday 
night 
while 
firemen battled to put out a 
fire 
in 
a 
store 
in 
the 
Protestant district. He was 
one of the five men slain 
during 
the 
day, 
which 
started with a Protestant- 
ordered strike. 
The army said one of the 
other dead 
men 
was

P r o t e s t a n t 
organization. Another was a 
18-year-old 
Catholic

The deaths raised the toll

Hospital authorities also

Canada recognizes N. Vietnam 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Canada Wednesday 
officially recognized the government of 
North Vietnam The move is intended to 
put both Vietnams on an equal diplomatic 
status, illustrating Canada’s “objectivity” 
on the Vietnam peace observer team. 


External Affairs Minister Mitchell Sharp 
said

Banker says no faith in dollar

“ No matter how you look at it,” a Dutch 
banker said, "it is a fact there is no faith in 
the dollar.” 
As he spoke Wednesday, sellers unloaded 
millions more unwanted dollars in Europe 
and Japan in hectic dealing that again 
forced some state banks to buy dollars as a 
way of protecting their own currencies. 
West Germany and Japan again rejected 
suggestions they allow the mark and yen to 
change value as one measure for stemming 
the tide of dollar selling. 
Instead West German Chancellor Willy 
Brandt called for concerted European 
action to end the latest monetary crisis and 


its dangers to the agreed rate of exchange 
on world currencies. 
In dealings Wednesday, the dollar price 
fell, then rose slightly, then sagged again 
near the end of the day.

The German Bundesbank bought about

Gov. Ronald Reagan will 
ask the legislature to return 
a $852 million surplus to the 
people by reducing the state 
income tax temporarily by 
20 per cent and delaying a 
sales tax for seven months, 
informed sources say. 
The governor also will 
request a long-term lid on 
state spending which would 
include a permanent 10 per 
cent income tax cut and a 
constitutional limitation on 
state taxation. 
After 
Reagan 
briefed 
Republicans on his plan 
Thursday, 
Sen. 
H.L. 
Richardson said he didn't 
think the idea of a spending 
lid had a “foggy chance in 
hell' 
of 
passing 
the 
legislature. He said it only 
could be approved through 
the initiative process. 
“It’s like trying to take 
the credit card away from 
your wife,” 
the Arcadia 
Republican said. 
Reagan planned to discuss 
details of his proposal with 
top 
D e m o c r a t s 
and 
Republicans 
today. 
His 
office declined comment on 
the premature leaks of the 
plan, but did not deny the 
reports. 
“ We re not ready to make 
any announcement,’’ said 
press 
secretary 
Edwin 
Gray. 
“ The 
governor’s 
pretty firm in his mind what 
he’s going to do, but he’s 
trying to get reactions from 
legislators 
and 
he’s 
not 
through 
m eeting 
with 
them.” 
Lawmakers 
also

unwilling to disclose details 
of the plan but did comment 
on the general nature of the

If approved by the legis­ 
lature, 
taxpayers

claim a one-time income tax 
cut when making out their 
tax forms in April, 1974, for 
the 1973 income year.

Planners almost reject 
another development 


The County Planning Commission for a 
time Wednesday made sounds as though it 
might bar another proposed residential 
development in Goleta Valley due to the 
impending water shortage there. 
But it wound up continuing to March 14 a 
public hearing on request of EEB, Inc. for 
a rezoning of a 13-acre parcel to set up a 60- 
umt condominium complex 


Reason for the continuance was to allow 
the Board of Supervisors to take action on a 
proposed new policy on Feb 
20 which 
conceivably could allow processing of zone 
changes and 
tentative maps of new 
residential projects, but stop projects short 
of building permit issuance if water or 
sewer services were unavailable. 


Leo Zell, EEB vice-president, said his 
company is expecting to get word from the 
Goleta County Water District soon as to 
availability of service. The project at the 
south end of Coronado Rd is in the district. 
Last week the planning body for the first 
time denied without prejudice a proposed 
93-unit cluster residential development in 
Goleta Valley due to the scarcity of water. 
Another 
proposed 
37-unit 
apartment 
complex in Ell wood Station Rd. area of 
Goleta Valey faces possibility of the same 
ruling next week, but now the planners 
evidently seem disposed to let the county 
supervisors approve or reject the new 
policy plan first. 
Mrs. Peter Bratt, whose motion a week 


ago had stymied the project of Dr. Eugene 
Aiches, proposed that the EEB, Inc. 
rezoning also be denied without prejudice 
on environmental grounds, due to use of a 
scarce natural resource, water But she 
withdrew the motion and the commission 
voted unanimously for a continuance when 
it was learned the supervisors have a new 
policy statement under consideration 
Santa Barbara Chapter of the California 
Building 
Industry 
Assn 
called 
the 
planners' attention to the policy proposal 
as drawn up last month and signed by 
Planning Director Britt Johnson. Public 
Works Director Norman Caldwell and Don 
Detwiler, 
County 
Health 
Department 
supervising public health sanitarian of the 
Division of Environmental Health. 
The policy statement covers districts 
where at this time there are moratoriums 
on new water and sewer connections.

Decision spurs interest in clinics

NEW Y O R K - (NEA)-On 
Monday. Jan. 22, 1973 the 
United States Supreme Court 
ruled that abortions are le­ 
gal anywhere in this country 
during the first three months 
of pregnancy. 


Those who believe that 
abortion at any stage is 
taking a human life consider 
this decision to be a tragic 
one. But since hundreds of 
thousands of women see 
abortion as the only way out 
ot a desperate situation, the 
opportunity to have it done 
legally by a reputable physi­ 
cian in a clean facility re­ 
moves agonizing fears. It is 
a far cry from what still had 
to be tolerated in m any 
states—shady abortion mills 
or the horror of resorting 
to a filthy hideaway as was 
seen in the movie, “ Alfie.” 


So right or wrong morally, 
the court’s decision does 
mark the end of a period 
when it wasn’t only the fetus 
that lost an opportunity to 
live but, in too many cases, 
the mother lost her life as 
well at the hands of sleazy 
abortionists. 


The court’s dictum should 
spur the opening of new 
abortion clinics in m any 
states. And it should ease 
crowding in the existing 
clinics in states where abor­ 
tion is already a legal pro­ 
cedure. 


Dr. Michael Levi, director 
of OBGYN (obstetrics and 
gynecology i clinic in New 
York said, "More than sev­ 
enty per cent of our patients 
come from all parts of the 
United States and Canada.’’ 


The big issue among the 
pro-abortion groups is a 
woman’s right to have com­ 
plete control over what she 
wants to do with her own 
body — a more sophisticated 
approach to the problem 
than is the plight of the 
poor girl who feels she has 
no option but abortion (legal 
or criminal), or shame and 
poverty. For both reasons, 
Dr. Allan F. Guttmacher, 
head of Planned Parenthood, 
called the decision one that 
will be remembered for dec­ 
ades as the day that women 
gained freedom of choice 
that they should have had 
long ago. And now the mor­ 
alists, both pro and con, can 
accept the knowledge that 
legal abortion is fact. 


Since New York state 
made abortion legal some 
time ago. many clinics have 
opened here. One recently 
opened clinic, the Bro n x 
Community Center for Wom­ 
en’s Health — a nonprofit, 
comm unity-sponsored abor­ 
tion clinic affiliated with the 
Montefiore 
Hospital and 
Medical Center — could be a 
model for clinics in other 
cities in respect to the medi­ 
cal, psychological and social 
services it provides. And 
whether one is for or against 
legal abortion, this frighten­ 
ing statement from a doctor 
who was a pioneer in the 
clinics field clearly points 
out the need: 


"The birth rate in New 
York alone has only declined 
j fraction of a per cent. 
This means that of 200,000 
women who have had legal 
ab ortio n s about 190,000 
would have had illegal abor­ 
tions and about 50 per cent 
of these women would have 
had serious complications.” 


After the excellent medical 
and psychological care pro­ 
vided are taken into consid­ 
eration. the most interesting 
thing about the Bronx Com 
mumty Center for Women’s 
Health is that its existence is 
a direct result of community 
care and concern It is a pos­ 
itive example of how such 
concentrated group thinking 
can be used to influence and 


finally create the medical 
s e r v i c e 
the 
community 
needs. 
"Soon after the abortion 
law was 
passed 
in 
New 
York.” said Jean Reece, now 
a coordinator at the clinic, 
"a group of women including 
the Bronx Women’s Libera­ 
tion members began a cru­ 
sade 
for 
more 
extensive 
abortion services in the com­ 
munity. 
"These were costly, not 
easily accessible and pro­ 
vided reluctantly in many of 
the local hospitals. 
“ These 
women 
weren’t 
satisfied with the program 
offered at Montefiore Hospi­ 
tal, the largest health insti­ 
tution in the Bronx, either " 
“ Our first meeting with the 
hospital’s director. Dr. Mar­ 
tin Cheskasky, ended in frus­ 
tration,” Helen Fishbein, an­ 
other 
coordinator, 
added 
‘‘So we staged a sit-in in the 
hospital’s 
auditorium, 
dis­ 
tributed leaflets and an open 
letter of protest was pub­ 
lished in our local paper.” 
Their voices were heard 
Amicable meetings followed 
and finally the hospital and 
the community started to 
work together. The new cen­ 
ter opened in July, 1972, and 
Montefiore Hospital became 
the guarantor of a loan of 
$250,000. A board of directors 
comprised of hospital physi­ 
cians, 
administrators 
and 
community women operates 
the clinic. 
Dr. Alida Sherman of the 
Montefiore staff and consult­ 
ing psychologist to the clinic 
said, "Because all medical 
procedures are a crisis point 
in a person’s life in terms of 
fear of pain and outcome, 
what we are doing at the 
clinic could well be emu­ 
lated in other areas of medi­ 
cal 
care—namely 
psycho­ 
logical support. 
"The usual medical prac­ 
tice which is couched in med­ 
ical terms leaves the patient 
unknowing and induces anxi­ 
ety. We give the patient as­ 
surance and e m o t i o n a l 
strength by counseling. The 
abortion procedure is ex­ 
plained in detail both verbal­ 
ly and with the use of plastic 
body models and diagrams. 
Understanding what will be 
done reduces fear. The pa­ 
tient becomes a participant 
in the abortion through prior 
knowledgeability.” 
Procedure for patients at 
the clinic is thorough but 
friendly and personal. And 
instruction in birth control 
methods is given the pa­ 
tients. 
One case 
Dr. 
Sherman 
describes was a particularly 
tragic one. The expectant 
mother was only 15, an or­ 
phan living with her grand­ 
mother and on probation for 
running away. 
"During the group session 
the girl asked if she could 
ever have children after an

abortion. We clarified this 
and the session went well." 
Dr. Sherman said. 


“ When I was alone with 
the patient, I was surprised 
to learn that she did not want 
the abortion and was there 
because 
her 
grandmother 
threatened to turn her over 
to the authorities if she didn’t 
have it. I explained that her 
grandmother 
was 
simply 
concerned for her welfare, 
but she still wanted to have 
the baby. She felt it would 
create a lasting bond be­ 
tween her and her boyfriend 
—who was a drug addict. 


" I called Catholic Chari­ 
ties and they gave her an 
open appointment for an in­ 
terview. After that, the girl 
became more trusting of me. 
She decided to have the abor­ 
tion and asked us to permit 
her boyfriend to come to the 
clinic the day of the proce­ 
dure. He did and I later ex­ 
plained birth control meth­ 
ods to them both. 


"After the abortion,” Dr. 
Sherman added, "the girl 
left the clinic happy and 
more confident than she had 
ever been since she learned 
she was pregnant. And the 
animosity between her and 
her grandmother was gone.0 
At this one-story red brick 
clinic the ambience is warm 
and 
accepting. 
Fear and 
guilt are alleviated by group 
and individual 
counseling.

But Nilsen ruled the owners failed to prove this.

WASHINGTON < UPI > — The cutback in federal spending 
asked by President Nixon will reduce the Job Corps from 
23.500 enrollees to 16,000. a Labor Department official has 
told Congress. 
Paul Fasser, a Labor Department deputy assistant 
secretary for manpower, reported to a congressional 
hearing Wednesday that Nixon’s 1974 budget provides $125 
million for the Jobs Corps, compared to the current $184 
million 
Fasser said several training centers around the nation 
would have to be closed.

The Job Corps is a major antipoverty program that trains 
young persons for work.

s o m e w h e r e over 
North Vietnam, a nation se­ 
cret to most of the world, a 
26-year-old naval lieutenant. 
Everett Alvarez Jr., became 
the first known U.S. prisoner 
in a war that few k n e w 
about, 
fewer 
cared 
about 
and virtually no one com­ 
prehended 


August 5, 1964. 


Almost nine years ago. 


Alvarez was the victim of 
what the New York Times 
then denounced as a “ mad 
adventure by the North Viet­ 
namese Communists.” That 
nation had allegedly s ent 
one of its PT boats to attack 


and strike a I S destroyer, 
the Maddox, in the Gulf of 
Tonkin The American mili­ 
tary retaliated with a then 
unprecedented wave of air* 
strikes 
over 
the 
e n e m y 
heartland 
Lt 
Alvarez, un­ 
luckily, was in one of the 
first waves. 


“ I 
was always 
good at 
geography,” says the pilot’s 
mother, Soledad Alvarez of 
Santa Clara. Calif., “ but I 
didn’t know where he was 
s h o t down. I knew about 
Indochina, hut I didn’t know 
Hanoi. 
In our family, we 
had to look at a map to tell 


where he was.” 


In th e m o r e than 100 
months since his family first 
went to the maps, Alvarez, 
now a lieutenant commander, 
and middle-aged at 35. has be­ 
come the longest confirmed 
POW in the nation’s history. 
(Another Vietnam pilot. Air 
Force Capt. Floyd Thomp­ 
son, was shot down before 
Alvarez, in March of 1964. 
but his fate is not publicly 
known; Thompson’s next of 
kin h a v e asked Pentagon 
authorities not to release in­ 
formation on h is status« 
Now', with the American in­ 
volvement in the war ap­ 
parently ended, and agree­ 


ments 
signed which m a y 
bring POWs h o m e before 
the end ol March, the na­ 
tion, the Alvarez family and 
surely Alvarez himself must 
be concerned with a ques­ 
tion: To what is he coming 
home? 


In one obvious sense the 
prisoner Alvarez 
is 
s t i l l 
living in August of 1964. a 


time far different from to­ 
day. U S 
military officers 
believe he has been allowed 


s o m e 
information on the 
changed society by his cap­ 
tors. yet feel it would “ still

NEW YO RK -(N EA )-O f 
the avalanche of accolades 
that has fallen upon Oscar 
Robertson, perhaps the best 
was the one by the doctor in 
Cincinnati who had crip­ 
pling arthritis. He said that 
the only time he did not ex­ 
perience pain was when he 
sat in Cincinnati Gardens 
and watched Robertson play 
basketball 


This was several years 
ago, when Robertson played 
for the Cincinnati Royals, 
was the Cincinnati Royals; 
when he epitomized power 
and finesse and it was said 
by such colleagues as Bill 
Russell and Bob Cousy and 
Bob Pettit and Jerry West 
that all-around, Robertson 
was the greatest basketball 
player to ever string up a 
sneaker (Less inspirational 
than the doctor’s testimony, 
but also significant. ) 


This is Robertson’s 13th 
year in the National Basket­ 
ball Association. He is a 
much different player today 
from yesterday. Once he was 
the entire offense of the Roy­ 
als, shooting and passing and 
controlling the game. Now. 
as guard for the Milwaukee 
Bucks, he defers the offen­ 
sive honors to Kareem Ab- 
dul-Jabbar. Instead of pene­ 
trating as he once did, 
Robertson is content to stay 


outside and loft passes to the 
7-3 center. 
Fo r Robertson, now 3 4 
years old, there are other 
changes. Toward the end of 
close games, he rarely takes 
the initiative. Once he was 
Jim Dandy to the rescue. 
Now, he sometimes seems to 
be playing in mud. 


“ Of course I’ve got to be a 
little slower,” he said re­ 
cently at lunch. “ I’m older. 
I feel it in certain plays. I’ll 
think too much Once it was 
all instinct. Now there’s a 
fraction of a second more for 
thought.” 


Like most N BA players. 
Robertson has continually 
played in pain. Knee aches, 
legs are sore, feet burn, arm 
is heavy, head is weary — 
the travel, the interminable 
games and lights and 
screams and cities and run­ 
ning into picks and an elbow 
in the eye rebounding. 


Now. Robertson must sit 
out games that he once suf­ 
fered through. A gambler of 
my acquaintance told me of 
inside dope he once received 
A friend of his was a butcher 
in Cincinnati whose some­ 
time customer was Robert­ 
son's wife.

NEW Y O R K - ( N E A ) - P u t 
to an extrem e but not fanci­ 
ful example, a man of prop­ 
erty today, can upon leaving 
his home, lock his windows 
with tum bler combinations, 
s e c u r e his liquor cabinet 
with a thum bprint sensing 
latch, button up his closets 
with a voice-activated bolt, 
s e a l off his outside doors 
with a dead-bolt that oper­ 
ates by push-button combi­ 
nation, spring an electroni­ 
cally operated, 
supersensi­ 
tive sonic a l a r m for his 
grounds — and still, dag nab 
it, get robbed blind. 
Urged on b y t h e worst 
crim e epidemic in the na­ 
t i o n ’ s history, Americans 
have in recent years been 
locking up to a degree un­ 
paralleled in the civilization 
of man. F>om schoolchildren 
with hall lockers to the own- 
e r s o f Mercedes autom o­ 
biles, t h e nation’s citizens 
have been securing their be­ 
longings with some $430 m il­ 
lion worth of locks and bolts 
a year. 


And what an array of pro­ 
tective devices! One widely 
used tum bler lock has 23 
million 
p o s s i b l e 
combi­ 
nations. 
Experts in 
N e w 
York are installing multiple- 
closing hardw are including, 
in some cases, pots and pans 
in front of the apartm ent 
door. One expert advocates 
putting two locks on a door 
and leaving one unlocked — 
that way a burglar picking 
both will unlock the locked 
but lock the unlocked. 


Gad. T h e r e is no end. 
There is one latch on the 
m arket that opens by voice 
com m and, and a salesm an 
says of it: “ For some re a ­ 
son, a good dirty word is 
very good for activating it.’’ 


But for all the im agina­ 
tion, and the expense (an 
average-sized, modest home 
today has at least $1(X) worth 
of bolt hardw are, and often 
as m uch as $1,0(X)), the won­ 
der is if it’s doing much 
good. Locksmiths say yes, 
“ if the devices are installed 
correctly.’’ But the evidence

Lock sales in the United 
States have almost doubled 
in the last five years, but so 
too, probably, has the bur­ 
glary rate. More than 2.5 
million burglaries will be re­ 
ported to police this year 
(vs. 1.6 million in 1967) and 
authorities s a y the actual 
count is much higher. “ Many 
people don’t report burgla­ 
ries, especially if only small 
things are taken,’’ says one 
law enforcement expert. “ We 
have about one burglary re ­ 
ported every 14-15 seconds 
in this country today. But if 
I had to guess the actual 
number I ’d say one every 12 
seconds — or maybe even 
one every 10.” 


T h e inconsistency, here, 
between increased u s e o f 
locks and increased numbers 
of successful burglaries, is 
easily explained. Says the 
FBI: “ Years ago a good lock 
would stop a good thief. He 
was sophisticated enough to 
know that he shouldn’t waste 
time picking s o m e latch. 
Now, however, the quality of 
the average burglar has de­ 
teriorated. He’s no longer a 
professional. He’s a kid. or 
a junkie, or something like 
that. He hasn’t got brains 
enough to be deterred 
If 
there’s a lock on a window, 
he’ll just break the window. 
It must be dam n discourag­ 
ing for the guy trying to pro­ 
tect his hom e.’’ 


Indeed. Recently in New 
Jersey a suburban h o m e 
owner was robbed despite 
what he called “ a Maginot 
Line of locks around t h e 
place.’’ For years, on leav­ 
ing for work each morning, 
he "shut up everything from 
my woodshed to my color 
TV.” A l a s , one day the 
thieves broke through. How? 
Two teen-age kids drove a 
station wagon into his drive­ 
way, broke a back window, 
opened the front door from 
the inside, and departed with 
his color TV. “ The neighbors 
saw the c a r,’’ snaps the vic­ 
tim, “ but they thought it 
was the repair m an.” 


There is, sighs Lee Rog- 
n o n , executive director of 
the A m e r i c a n Locksmith 
Assn.. “ no foolproof lock." 
The nation can walk on the 
moon, mine the sea, create 
life in a test tube, but c an ’t 
keep the addict out of the 
living room. Latches costing 
$ 5 0 - ^ 
and 
throwing 
full- 
inch 
deadlocks 
into 
hard 
maple wood, can be circum ­ 
vented merely by circum ­ 
venting. Thieves are en ter­ 
ing homes and offices today 


t h r o u g h chimneys, dum b­ 
waiters and open attic vents. 
Police report robbers who 
have pried off siding for 
home 
entry 
or 
disguised 
themselves as cleaning wo­ 
men for office capers. Some 
crooks have been known to 
take an entire window pane 
out and then putty it back 
upon leaving. 
Yet says Lee Rognon, war 
is war, we can't surrender: 
“ We urge that locks be put 
on every door and every win­ 
dow. If you can’t stop them, 
then at' least slow t h e m 
down. Delaying a thief gives 
police that much m ore op­ 
portunity to intervene” 
Bill Cobb of the Yale Lock 
Corp. agrees. He says even 
today’s unsophisticated bur­ 
glars are wary of at least 
four things: n o i s e , light, 
time and people. He says a 
well-protected h o m e wi l l 
cover all A bell alarm , for 
example, at under $10; 
a 
light left on in the window 
all night, to keep burglars 
wondering; a system of locks 
which will delay a crook to 
the point, hopefully, he might 
give up for s o m e t h i n g 
easier: and a carefully plan­ 
ned “ look of occupancy” in a 
home at all times. 
The last point, says Cobb, 
is most important. “ People 
do dumb things. They close 
their curtains when they go 
out at night. They have the 
society columns report when 
they are vacationing in Ha­ 
waii. Then there is the gal 
who goes s h o p p i n g and 
leaves a note on the locked 
door for her son. invariably 
the note says: ' “ key is un­ 
der the m a t’.” 


The carelessness says the 
Yale spokesman, is unbeliev­ 
able. .And the corporation is 
undertaking an e d u c a t i o n 
counter-attack 
In M a r c h . 
Yale will open a pilot proj­ 
ect in Atlanta to "enlighten 
people” concerning property 
protection. Do's and don’ts. 
Industrial ideas. Etc. Yale 
hopes the program will make 
citizens as tricky as crim i­ 
nals. 
But. don’t c o u n t on it. 
.Americans a r e rushing to 
protect their valuables with 
unprecedented intensity, yet 
ieople still lose nearly $1 
)illion w o r t h of property 
every annum 
“ When you 
get right down to it.” says 
a New York police detective, 
“ it’s humiliating 
I rem em ­ 
ber one time where a bur­ 
glar robbed an apartm ent of 
a TV’, some jewelry, several 
bottles of liquor and. get 
this, two of the three locks 
on the front door.”

Police killing 


Sheriff John Carpenter brings to our 
attention this week the fact that during the 
first 20 days of January, 1973, a police 
officer has been killed on the average of 
one a day. If this trend continues the year 
1973 will set an all time record for the 
disgraceful and reprehensible act of killing 
police officers. 


Sheriff Carpenter doesn't doubt that all 
citizens read, with great concern and 
sorrow, about the killing of police officers 
around our country. But few citizens, he 
fears, really understand that the killing is 
directed at the citizen. The police officer is 
the symbol of organized and decent society 
and attacks upon him are attacks upon the 
citizenry. In many cases, he says, the 
attacks are a direct attempt to shake the 
confidence of the citizen in our system and 
to spread fear throughout our land. 
Although there were only 112 officers

slain in 1972, compared to 126 in 1971, 
Sheriff Carpenter claims there are some 
very disturbing aspects about the 1972 
killings. There were 75 policemen killed by 
handguns, 18 by rifles, 15 by shotguns, two 
by knives, one by bomb and one killed with 
an automobile used as a weapon. A 
disturbing factor is that out of the 108 
officers slain by gun fire, only 43 drew 
their own weapons and only 30 returned 
fire. 
One can speculate, Sheriff Carpenter 
says, that this points out a drastic lack of 
training. It is also possible that constraints 
by departmental firearms regulations, 
civil rights complications and fear of 
adverse public opinion are causing our 
police to needlessly lay their lives on the 
line. 
We must become concerned over these 
appalling 
statistics 
for, 
as 
Sheriff 
Carpenter points out, we too, are targets. 


Frank Shakespeare 


Mr. Frank Shakespeare has now 
stepped down as Director of the 
United States Information Agency. 
And 
several 
newspapers 
have 
dispatched him with considerable 
rancor. I take leave to dissent--- 
I 
met 
Frank 
Shakespeare 
casually, about ten years ago. I 
knew about him then only that he 
was a successful young executive in 
CBS, and that he had a natural 
affinity for — what he understood to 
be the purpose of America, viewed 
from a perspective now almost 200 
years old. 
And a heightened 
concern for the obli­ 
gations of America, 
in a world divided 
for the most part 
between those who 
are 
hostile 
to 
freedom, and those 
who are indifferent 
to it. 
He had gone to Holy Cross College, 
where he was taught everything 
there is to learn in the store of 
human 
knowledge 
except 
the 
difference 
between 
the 
word 
“ appraise" and the word “ apprise,” 
which is the only vulnerability on 
which the New York Times and the 
Washington Post might over the 
years profitably have fastened And 
went directly into business. 
A few years later — I divulge a 
confidence — he approached me to 
ask my opinion — only one of many, 
obviously, that he approached on the 
matter — whether I thought Richard 
Nixon had credentials to serve as 
president, and to forward a cause 
we now implicitly acknowledged as 
having in common. 1 told him it was 
my opinion that Mr. Nixon did, and 
in due course Frank Shakespeare 
presented himself, in the early 
months of 1968, to Mr. Nixon and 
offered to stick with him until he 
attained the presidency, or until he 
lost it. 
When Mr. Nixon was elected, he 
asked Shakespeare to stay with him, 
and to take charge of the United 
States Information Agency. I know 
that he was not disposed to accept 
the assignment, in part because he 
felt that it was time now to return to 
his profession, in part because he 
felt 
he 
had 
consummated 
his 
commitment, and that he had not 
before thought in terms of helping to 
administer a fresh regime, only of 
midwifing one. Mr. Nixon, in any 
case, prevailed, and Shakespeare

found himself directing a very large 
agency, 
with 
10,000 employees, 
which was never althogether sure 
what was its function. 
The point is hardly settled, what is 
its function 
There are various 
concepts, some of them not easily 
compressible. I think it accurate to 
suggest that Frank Shakespeare 
believes that truth ought to be the 
tuning fork of our information 
policy. But in order to make even 
that statement coherent, it becomes 
necessary to acknowledge, however 
softspokenly, two things. 
One of them is that as a nation we 
are modestly, but documentably, 
committed to certain human values, 
and 
that necessarily we make 
judgments with some reference to 
those values. Another is that the 
exigencies of diplomacy are not to 
be confused with the philosophical 
elaboration of a just society. 
My first direct experience with 
the US1A was in Vienna, to which I 
went for my first breathtaking 
experience under the aegis of Frank 
Shakespeare. The public affairs 
officers, gathered there from our 
offices in Eastern Europe for their 
bi-annual meeting, were passing 
around, with some amusement, a 
copy of a column written by Murray 
Kempton in high glee after reading 
the freshly published book, The 
Selling of a President, by Joe 
McGinmss. 
McGinniss held Shakespeare up to

great ridicule for having said at a 
staff meeting in the course of the 
campaign the preceding summer 
that 
the 
Czechoslovakian 
coup 
proved yet again that the Soviet 
Union is not to be trusted to mature 
into 
liberalism. 
I 
recalled the 
column in a conversation with Mr. 
Kempton, a few days ago, and 
commented that perhaps the trouble 
with Shakespeare is that he takes 
Solzhenitsyn 
seriously. 
Kempton 
replied that Shakespeare having 
served under CBS, no doubt he knew 
what Ivan Denisovich was talking 
about. 
This is not the occasion to 
meditate 
on 
United 
States 
information 
policy. 
But 
it 
is 
appropriate to say that against a 
background of ambiguity as to 
mission, of concerted and even 
spiteful 
opposition 
by 
men 
of 
another disposition about United 
States information policy, during a 
period of great diplomatic upheaval, 
the symbols of which it is once again 
not appropriate to recall here, 
Frank 
Shakespeare 
conducted 
himself in such a way as to earn the 
quite unabashed admiration of his 
associates, of whom I was one. I am 
qualified only to add this, that I have 
not known a man more thoughtful to 
his friends, more spontaneous in his 
enthusiasm, more devoted to his 
family — or to his religion — or to 
his country, which is a better 
country for his service to it.

Density 


The talk is always of density. 
More density involving already 
urbanized lands. Even three ranges 
of residential density for our farm 
lands will win a hearing before the 
county supervisors. 
There’s 
wonderment how our 
national forest lands constituting 
maybe 40 per cent of the county ever 
got 
designated 
for 
theoretical 
homesites. 
Coyotes and wildcats would wind 
up in a low-density urban forest. 
Traffic density in the county seat 
is murder, with Goleta’s untold 
thousands of wage slaves adding to 
the vehicular river each morning 
and night at rush hours. Freeway 
ramps choked; blue haze of exhaust 
over everything (and the county’s 
bare bones Air Pollution Control 
District still not having hardware to 
measure anything). 
Supervisor Frank Frost complains 
of a density of lobbyists flitting like 
shadows 
through 
the 
county 
building. 
There’s a density of public and 
back room meetings . . . little 
chance to cover them all. If vou 


want to sit tight on the news in the 
smoky chambers, you're admitted 
to the club. But otherwise, don’t add 
to the room’s density. 
Density of secret Grand Jury 
transcripts is growing. First the 
1972 Grand Jury’s interim report in 
that interesting pathologist case, 
plus other documents. Then, waxed 
up tight, is the entire 1973 Grand 
Jury’s transcript of the hearing 
resulting in the Phil Regan bribery 
indictment. 
There was the problem of a 
density of names in the Regan case 
transcript. The judge ruled the 
names previously made public were 
enough. No more needea to fan the 
flames, he felt. 
But nobody is talking about the 
density of-news . . . 
at least, 
sympathetically for us. 
Let us say one thing about that. 
The County Building is one of our 
scrutiny points, in fact, the main 
one. 
They had a holiday over there the 
other day; employes took the day off 
to mourn for ex-President Johnson 
and get caught up with other things. 


But no chance for a nap for us. 
The ringing phone got us up from the 
couch after a few minutes. The 
county building was locked up tight; 
but news was piled up in there and 
seeping out. We worked all that day, 
too. 
The county public defender has 
too high a density of clients; the 
district attorney’s office can’t stop 
the wheels of justice, and desks of 
county government attorneys are 
likewise like mini dumpsites. And 
animal control is something else. 
The county election bureau is 
hollow-eyed from the density of 
names in referendum petitions. 
Fifteen thousand now being checked 
by workers coping with otherwise 
heavy 
duties. 
Water 
initiative 
petitions have 5,500 names, it’s 
reported, awaiting checking. Other 
petitions for other causes are on 
their way. 
At day’s end we were flagged 
down 
by 
aides 
in 
the county 
recorder's 
office. 
Density 
of 
documents 
being 
handled 
is 
unbelievable, they said We said we 
believe it.

The article makes no mention of 
the retailer, but does show Maxwell 
as commending the cattle raisers 
for “ an amazing feat" in boosting 
production 50 per cent in the last 17 
years.
